(1) Except as provided in subsection (2) of this section,
provi si ons of col l ective bar gai ni ng agreenents rel ating to
conpensation shall not exceed the anount or percentage established by
the legislature in the appropriations act. I f any conpensation
provision is affected by subsequent nodification of the appropriations
act by the legislature, both parties shall imediately enter into
collective bargaining for the sole purpose of arriving at a nutually
agreed upon repl acenent for the affected provision

(2) An enployer may provide additional conpensation to faculty
that exceeds that provided by the legislature. Enployers shall first

use resident wundergraduate tuition fees, as defined in chapter

28B. 15.020 RCW to provide conpensation to faculty prior to using

revenue from any other source. Only after tuition fees are expended

may ot her sources be used.”
